The  Class  of  1965  entered  Stoughton  High  School  just 
like  any  other  freshman  class,  noisy  and  full  of  plans. 
With  the  help  of  our  class  advisor,  Mr.  Arata,  the  class 
officers:  President  Thomas  Hunt,  Vice-President  Rose 
DiRusso.  Secretary  Barbara  Novak,  and  Treasurer 
David  Lindelof;  and  the  Executive  Committee  spon- 
sored our  first  dance,  the  Frosh  Fling.  The  following 
five  girls  were  members  of  the  Junior  Varsity  cheering 
squad:  Genevieve  Lochiatto,  Diane  Siegfried,  Rose  Di- 
Russo. Ann  Landolfi,  and  Patricia  Bannon. 

We  entered  our  sophomore  year  with  a  new  feeling 
of  confidence.  Capable  leaders  had  been  elected:  David 
Lindelof,  president;  Rose  DiRusso,  vice-president;  Su- 
san Clark,  secretary;  and  Paul  Landry,  treasurer.  The 
year  was  a  success  both  socially  and  financially.

Our  officers  were  Dana 
Clancy,  Brenda  Kirwan,  Susan  Clark,  and  Edward 
Gomes.  We  were  disappointed  to  learn  that  our  class 
advisor,  Mr.  Arata,  was  not  returning  to  S.H.S.,  but 
pleased  to  discover  that  this  important  position  would 
be  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Chester  Peirce.  Genevieve 
Lochiatto,  Donna  Kimtis,  Rose  DiRusso,  Patricia  Ban- 
non, and  Ann  Landolfi  were  selected  as  varsity  cheer- 
leaders; Regina  Ryan,  Mary  Creeden,  and  Kathy 
Noonan  were  majorettes.  Brenda  Kirwan  was  the  rep- 


resentative to  Girls'  State;  Dana  Clancy,  Paul  Reilly, 
William  Thompson,  and  George  Barnard  were  our  rep- 
resentatives at  Boys*  State. 

Financial  gains  were  recognized  with  the  success  of 
our  class  project,  stuffed  Black  Knights;  and  two  well- 
attended  dances,  Menagerie  and  Mardi  Gras.  The  big- 
gest social  event  of  the  year  took  place  on  May  7, 
1964.  This  was  our  own  junior  prom.  Some  Enchanted 
Evening.  Held  in  the  Junior  High  School  Cafeteria,  the 
scene  might  have  been  the  middle  of  Paris.  The  affair 
was  climaxed  by  the  crowning  of  the  queen,  Susan 
Clark.  It  was  truly  an  event  to  remember,  a  perfect  end 
to  an  exciting  year. 

We  returned  from  summer  vacation  convinced  that 
our  senior  class  would  be  better  than  any  other.

Our  first  big  event  was  the  Spaghetti  Supper,  held  on 
October  24,  1965  at  the  Junior  High.  Chefs,  wait- 
resses, busboys,  and  patrons  all  helped  to  make  the 
evening  a  smashing  success.  It  was  an  unforgettable 
display  of  class  spirit  and  unity. 
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"Blue  Christmas,"  a  truly  beautiful  dance,  took 
place  at  the  Junior  High  on  December  18,  1964.  Like 
all  Christmas  dances,  Santa  paid  a  visit,  but  also 
brought  with  him  Rudolph,  the  Abominable  Snowman, 
a  dentist,  and  assorted  elves  and  misfit  toys.  It  was  a 
wonderful  evening  that  would  mark  our  last  high 
school  Christmas  holiday. 


Senior  Week  was  a  whirl  of  confusion  and  parties.
